Moscow Art Theatre, after which he be- 
came “regisseur’ of the Lanskoi Com- 
pany and received acclaim for his mas- 
terful staging of Shakespeare, Ibsen, 
Tolstoi, Chekhov, Maeterlinck and Shaw. 
Mr. Boris Marshalov came to this coun- 
try in 1924 where he appeared in seven- 
teen Broadway productions including 
BRIEF MOMENT for Guthrie McClintic; 
in Gilbert Miller’s LIBEL; in Max Gor- 
don’s GATHER YE ROSEBUDS; in 
DESERT SONG for Schwab and Mandel 
and Leo Bulgakov’s AT THE BOTTOM. 


During the past few years Mr. Marsh- 
alov has been eminently successful in 
his own school of the theatre where he 
has trained many of the newest and 
most successful featured players of both 
stage and screen. His experience in de- 
veloping screen talent for Warner Bro- 
thers Studios fitted him particularly 
well in providing the authentic atmos- 
phere and background for MERTON OF 
THE MOVIES. 

As a gauge of Boris Marshalov’s suc- 
cess as a teacher and director we find 
that his pupils have appeared in such im-

A BIT OF PLAYHOUSE HISTORY 

The history of Raymond Moore’s Cape 
Playhouse reads like romance. Born in 
Maryland, reared in Washington, he be- 
gan teaching English and botany after 
his graduation from John Hopkins and 
Leland Stanford universities. An artist’s 
career, stimulated by sale of a landscape, 
drew him from California to the Prov- 
incetown art colony. 


In the youthful Provincetown group 
those who painted and wrote books 
passed leisure hours acting and writing 
plays. Mr. Moore quickly found his place 
in this group, and wrote several one-act 
plays, then embarked the following year 
—1926—in the producing field, establish- 
ing his own company in Frank Shay’s 
barn theatre. Its success caused him to 
look for a more central location on the 
Cape. 

An old Dennis church, on the market 
literally for a song, caught his romantic 
yet practical eye. It became, under the 
hand of the producer and his friend, 
Cleon Throckmorton, well known thea- 
tre architect, the present Cape Play- 
house. As a theatre, it is unique. It has 
been a church or meeting house—as old 
churches were called in earlier years—a 
schooihouse, a tinshop, a slaughterhouse, 
a blacksmith’s shop, and finally a garage. 
It dates back to 1790, when it was built 
as the Nobscussett meeting house. 
Thrice it has been moved around Dennis. 

In transition from an old church to a 
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modern theatre, Mr. Moore and his ar- 
chitect retained the simple, dignified 
lines of the old Colonial structure, and 
at the same time met the problems of a 
practical theatre. In his announcement 
of plans that winter of 1926-27, Mr. Moore 
said: 

“The Cape Playhouse hopes to stand 
for the best in the field of art, and to 
establish something infinitely more im- 
portant than a mere commercial theatre. 
It is not a Little Theatre movement, and 
there will be no room for an arty ele- 
ment. It hopes to aid actors, artists, writ- 
ers and musicians. It hopes to be sincere 
in its efforts and sane in its management 
and membership. 

“It hopes to offer the public something 
of definite value, and to receive in return 
the public’s interest, cooperation and fi- 
nancial support at the box office. It ex- 
pects to meet its own expenses without 
appeals for subsidies from a tolerant 
public. While the persons behind the 
Cape Playhouse realize that the success 
of the plan is yet to be demonstrated, 
they also realize that the possibilities 
are infinite.” 

How well he has succeeded in carry- 
ing out his promises and predictions, the 
record of productions, the record of at- 
tendance, the record of appreciation 
shown by the public for his venture, 
well demonstrates.

Did you know that - - 


Several explorers tried naming Cape 
Cod? Captain John Smith labeled it on 
his map of New England as Cape James, 
for Britain’s reigning sovereign. Samuel 
Champlain, a Frenchman, called it Cap 
Blanc, for the white sands he saw at its 
tip. But Bartholomew Gosnold, an Eng- 
lishman who coasted along these shores 
in 1602, applied the name Cape Cod for 
the first fish he caught in these waters 
—and Cape Cod it since has been. 


And about town names. Hight Cape Cod 
towns were named for English seaport 
towns: Barnstable, Chatham, Eastham, 
Falmouth, Harwich, Sandwich, Truro and 
Yarmouth. Three were named for emin- 
ent men: Bourne for Jonathan Bourne, 
whaling ship owner; Dennis for the Rev. 
Josiah Dennis, the town’s first minister; 
Brewster for Elder William Brewster, 
the Pilgrim. Provincetown was long a 
sandy waste owned by the Province, and 
thus its name; Wellfleet is for the Wall- 
fleet oysters taken in Blackwater bay, 
England; Orleans is for the French Duke 
of Orleans; Mashpee comes from the 
Indian Massapee, which curiously has the 
same roots as the name of the greatest 
river in this cauntry.

THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
SOME CAPE COD “FIRSTS” 

Many famous “firsts” happened on Cape 
Cod or to Cape Codders. For instance, 
the Pilgrims first landed in the new world 
at Provincetown, in 1620, and never saw 
Plymouth Rock until a month or so later. 

The first fish story was told by a Cape 
Codder, too. A court record proves it. In 
1661, when whales were a commodity 
much valued for their oil, and when a 
share in every whale belonged to His 
Majesty, the King, by divine right, an 
Eastham man was hailed into Plymouth 
court and fined one pound, for “lying 
about a whale.” He certainly was the first 
fish story teller in America. 

Or, take the matter of bootlegging. A 
Sandwich boy who chanced to be in Bos- 
ton in 1775, joined in the famous Boston 
Tea Party. While dumping the unpatri- 
otic tea leaves into the harbor, he slyly 
slid a quantity of the leaves into his high 
boots. With tea safely stowed away thus, 
he returned to Sandwich and gave it to 
his tea-loving grandmother. He was, with 
the tea in his boots, undoubtedly the first 
bootlegger. 

A little more to be praised, perhaps, 
was Captain Lemuel B. Simmons of Hy- 
annis Port. He became so disgusted with 
his crew in the 1820’s that while loading 
in Boston he decided to sail without rum 
on the ship. At that time this was unheard 
of, for rum was part of a sailor’s rations. 
He had a hard time mustering a crew, 
but he did. He sailed out of Boston in the 
first no-rum ship ever to sail from an 
American port.
